1 . This point is based on: 1. Creating the SSL certificate from tutorial 

Basically we cover 1 .3 Configuring your App ID for Development Push 
Notifications from tutorial with small additions. 

At the end of this section you must have 2 certificates in *.p12 format. 

You need a file with extension .certSigningRequest which I will send to 
you. 

1.1 Follow steps from 1.2. Creating an App ID of tutorial to make sure 
everything is configured for the application. We don't have to create new 
application, just check if everything is configured. 

1 .2 After you made sure everything is configured, follow steps 1 and 2 
from 1.2. Creating an App ID to find proper application in Identifiers -> 
App IDs. 

1 .3 Scroll down to the Push Notifications section. Here you will be able to 
create both a Development SSL Certificate, as well as a Production SSL 
Certificate. We need both of them. 

1 .4 Like it is described in first 2 steps from 1.3. Configuring your App ID 
for Development Push Notifications, create 2 certificates and name 
them <application_name>_<prod/dev>. Example: "wrestlerstory_prod" or 
"wrestlerstorypro_dev", depending on whether it's development or 
production certificate. In tutorial they create only development certificate. 
We create Production certificate too. It's created in absolutely the same 
way. 

1 .5 Send both certificates to developer. 

1 .6 Developer converts them to *.p12 format and sends back to you. 

1.7 Section completed after you have 2 certificates in *.p12 format: 
production and development. 

2. This point is based on: 3. Configuring the Parse App from tutorial 

2.1 - refer to point 1 from tutorial 

2.2 - refer to point 2 from tutorial. Use certificates you received from 
developer at point 1 .4 

At the end of this point you must have application with Push notifications 
configured. Basically, you create new application and add 2 *.p12 
certificates to 'Push' section.
